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Patriots football 


Sarah Mitchell, a recent graduate from Agawam 
High School, has made It to the pros as a member of 
the New England Football Patriots cheerleaders. It’s 
quite a job, with only 35 members on the elite crew. 
How Sarah got it is a lesson in tenacity and talent. 

Sarah has been a dancer since she was two years- 
old. She would have loved to be a cheerleader for the 
AHS Brownies. 'They are an awesome team, and 
most of them are good friends of mine. But dance 
took up most of my time in High School, so there was 
no way I could cheer with them,” she told us. 

Sarah did compete on AHS's dance team, where 
she was captain as a senior. “I love dance and hope 
to do it for most of my life," she said. 

And it is because of dancing that she got her shot 
with the Patriots. “I work out at Dance Works in 
Westfield. One day, a flyer came in asking for women 
to try out for the Patriots cheerleading team. You had 
to be 18, which I was. I’d always wanted to do that, so 
why not?” 

According to Sarah, the selection process was 
grueling. 

"We had a preliminary tryout at Foxboro High 
School (hometown of the Patriots). We had to learn a 
routine, then do it (four girls at a time). If you blew it, 
it was over. Then we had to learn another routine and 
do that. If you made that cut, you were in the finals. 
But before that, you had to have an interview with the 
head of choreography for the team."

lar it was to what we see on TV,” she continued, in 
fact, the set at MGM is an exact copy of the set at 
ABC Studios on 66th Street in New York City, down to 
the chairs and the ilghts under the floor. 

Unlike the version on televigion, where the audi¬ 
ence only answers questions as a “lifeline,” at MGM, 
the audience uses a keypad to answer the same 
questions as the player in the “hotseat.” When the 
player in the hotseat gives up, misses a question, or 
wins the million points, the audience member that 
answered the most questions right in the fastest time 
moves into the hotseat to compete for prizes. 

“After a number of questions, the main video 
screen on the set lists the 10 fastest fingers by seat 
numbers, so you have an idea of how well you are 
doing,” Leteilier stated. “Once the first top 10 was list¬ 
ed, ! was not listed and I got mad at myself because I 
knew I had gotten all the answers correct. I realized I 
had been keying in too fast. Like Jeopardy, you have 
to wait for the question and choices to be finished,” 
she continued. 

When the contestant in the hotseat missed his 
question, Leteilier thought she would be in the top 10 
this time, hoping she might be the next one on the hot¬ 
seat. "The last two questions were so different from 
one another, I thought I had a good chance because I 
had answered both correctly. One was about 
Michelangelo’s David and the other was about a song 
Bing Crosby had sung. As the list popped up from 10 
to one, I thought I would see my seat number and I did 
not see it initially. Then my cousin noticed before I did 
that I had won.” 

Ms. Leteilier reports that she was “thrilled and nerv¬ 
ous” to be in the hotseat. The MGM version is the 
same as you see on TV; 16 questions with three life¬ 
lines to get to the Million Point question. Instead of the 
“phone a friend” lifeline, you have a “phone a com- 
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plete stranger” lifeline. There Is even a Regis 
wannabe with the same suits and a similar haircut. "I 
had to use two of my lifelines on fairly low point ques¬ 
tions, so I was questioning whether I would get to the 
Million Point question,” Leteilier remembers. 

What were the questions she needed a lifeline on? 
“There was a question about a pop song and I had 
narrowed the answer down to the Backstreet Boys or 
Nsync and the audience helped me. I used my 50-50 
on a question about a Canadian company I had never 
heard of, but was bombarded with the next day at 
Epcot Center.” 

Then she cruised along until the Million Point ques¬ 
tion. Once again she had narrowed her answers to 
two possibilities. “I was leaning to one answer and the 
phone a complete stranger-thought she agreed with 
me, but neither of us was 100% sure. Had it been a 
million dollars instead of points, I think I still would 
have gone for it,” reports Leteilier. 

What was the final question? She does not 
remember it exactly, but this is as close as she can 
remember: “Which of these Broadway musicals did 
not win the Tony Award for Best Musical? - Funny Girl, 
Camelot, A Chorus Line, My Fair Lady. 

“I knew immediately that two of the choices had 
won, so I was down to Funny Girl and Camelot. I grew 
up a fan of Barbra Streissand courtesy of my mom 
and I was pretty sure Funny Girl had won some Tonys, 
though not necessarily Best Musical. All I remember 
about Camelot is the theme song and the compar¬ 
isons to the Kennedys, so I was going to answer 
Camelot when the host suggested I phone a complete 
stranger. 

"When I answered Camelot, the host said he was 
sorry and then paused, and said I had won the Million 
Points. The confetti dropped and the music came on, 
just like on TV.” 
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The grand prize was a trip to New York City from 
June 4th-June 6th, including hotel, round-trip trans¬ 
portation, and spending money for Leteilier and a 
friend, “We were picked up in a limo and driven to our 
hotel in New York City. We stayed at The Lucerne, a 
great hotel only two blocks from Central Park West,” 
Leteilier recalls. 

On Monday night, Leteilier met the other Million 
Point winner, a Florida resident. “He had tried 55 
times to win and was shocked that it only took me the 
one time. He has since tried another 22 times for a 
total of 77 times.” On Tuesday, it was time to meet 
Regis and go to the show. 

Initially. Leteilier had been told that as the first win¬ 
ner of the Million Points, she would be introduced to 
the audience as the first winner of the Million Points. 
“We went to the ABC Studios and got a tour of the 
building and then the set for the show. Then we got 
VIP seats in the audience and watched the warm-up 
comedien and got instructions from the stage manag¬ 
er. Finally, Regis appeared," Leteilier stated. 

What is Regis like in person? “Short, small hands, 
funny, and impatient,” Leteilier fondly recalled. After 
the taping of the show, it takes two hours to fill a one- 
hour show. Leteilier and the other winner were intro¬ 
duced to the audience and Regis and had a photo 
opportunity with Regis. “I was disappointed that we 
were not announced during the actual show. We all 
had family and friends that wanted to see us, but all in 
all, it was a great trip,” Leteilier reports. 

In addition to going to the taping of “Who Wants to 
Be A Millionaire?" Leteilier and fellow AHS Class of 
1985 member Jennifer Powell Palma saw “The Lion 
King" on Broadway, the Jackie Kennedy exhibit at the 
Metropolitan Museum, went to an IMAX movie at the 
Museum of Natural History, and walked around 
Central Park and the Upper West Side. They even 
snuck in a trip to Brooklyn to visit family.

sider political office are expected to address issues 
pertaining to the public education system. One popu¬ 
lar response of politicians is to simply suggest throw¬ 
ing more money, somewhat indiscriminately, into the 
school system. “More is better," or so they think. 

I’m not opposed to spending as much as is neces¬ 
sary to ensure that our schools are meeting the chal¬ 
lenges our young people are encountering, from an 
educational perspective. More money will not address 
some of the challenges our young people face today, 
however. Fortunately, we already have the means to 
meet those needs; we just need to make some adjust¬ 
ments. 

Fifty years ago, when a student graduated from 
high school, he or she had been educated enough to 
get a job through which a family could be supported. 
It is true that the world has changed since then, but 
that is hardly an acceptable answer to today’s high 
school students. We must make sure that our school 
system is more than simply a feeding system for col¬ 
leges, because not every high school graduate can or 
will go to college. I propose that we make sure our 
school system changes with the times, to ensure mod¬ 
ern students’ needs are still being met. Economic 
independence is just as much a cherished ideal today, 
as it was 50 years ago. 

Another challenge our students face today is more 
environmental, and again, more money will not 
address the challenges. The patriots who founded this 
great nation of ours knew, and wrote extensively, that 
the foundations of independence are personal 
responsibility, self-respect, and respect for others. 
Most of us would agree that our society depends upon 
these virtues. Many would also agree that those 
virtues are not as prevalent as they were 30 or 40 
years ago. 


These character traits which we consider to be our 
national heritage are based upon the principles 
derived from the Judeo-Christian tradition. I’ve taken 
some political criticism for suggesting that we teach 
courses about the Judeo-Christian tradition in the 
schools. I thought that since we teach our children 
about other personal matters (which were, at one 
time, strictly the domain of the home) that educating 
them about major religions’ beliefs would be okay. 
Boy, was I wrong! 

Many of the people who expressed an opinion 
about my suggestion were concerned that their chil¬ 
dren might be “preached" to, but they agreed with the 
concept that we need to do something to reinforce the 
morals and values system we all depend upon. I’ve 
looked into ways to accomplish the ends people find 
acceptable, by another means, which many didn't. 

An alternative approach to addressing what I’ve 
referred to here as an “environmental" issue Is some¬ 
thing called “Healthy Communities - Healthy Youth.” It 
is a program developed by the Search Institute of 
Minneapolis. Minnesota. The goal Is raising caring 
and responsible children and teenagers. It is an inex¬ 
pensive. community-based program. I’ve spoken with 
Town leaders in other communities who are using this 
program, and they rave about it.-Whether we use the 
"Healthy Communities - Healthy Youth” program or 
something else, my point is that we can and should be 
thinking about the total well-being of our young peo¬ 
ple, and we don’t have to go broke doing it. 

In summary, our country did not become the great 
nation it is today without effort. Independence is won¬ 
derful, and nobody in their right mind would want to 
live any other way, once they experienced it. It is our 
turn, and now is the time, for us to ensure that the 
generations which follow us will live as wonderful lives 
as we’ve been blessed to live.

Bonavita believes $150 million 
surplus should fund projects 

To the Editor: 

To: Governor Jane Swift: 

I am a City Councilor serving the citizens of the 
City of Agawam. Yesterday I read with great interest 
your proposal for use of the 450 million dollars pro¬ 
jected surplus. 

What concerns me is the proposal to use 150 mil¬ 
lion dollars of the surplus for a one-time tax rebate. 

As a City Councilor, I work hard to meet the needs 
of my constituents. 

I see great needs in Agawam for public sewers for 
parts of Agawam: bridge repairs; road repairs; a new 
Department of Public Works garage; and expansion 
of our Senior Center. These are key projects that 
must be completed for our citizens, and we need the 
help of the state to fund them. 

While a tax rebate sounds good on the surface, I 
feel that a better use of the 150 million dollars is to 
fund such projects. The state’s economic situation for 
the future I suspect may not be so optimistic. 

I urge you to reconsider your position and to put 


the 150 million dollars into capital improvement proj¬ 
ects as listed above. They would stimulate the econ¬ 
omy and provide jobs for products and services. I 
believe that putting the funds into capital improve¬ 
ment projects will have a far greater impact on our cit¬ 
izens and the economy, rather than a one-time small 
tax rebate. 

Again, I respectfully request your consideration.

The School Committee unanimously approved the 
establishment of an additional full-day kindergarten at 
Robinson Park Elementary School during its June 
26th meeting. 

This Is one of two new full-day kindergartens 
approved this year. Another full-day kindergarten, at 
Phelps School, was approved and included in the 
2002 budget. 

Many people, including Diane Juzba, a parent who 
has advocated for more full-day kindergarten class¬ 
rooms for more than a year, viewed the approval as a 
long-awaited victory. 

“A year and a half ago, I asked the School 
Committee to please, please offer more full-day 
kindergartens,” Mrs. Juzba said. “Teachers can’t 
teach all the things kids need to know in first grade In. 
two-and-a-half hours a day.” 

Mrs. Juzba said she was frustrated over the past 
year when no strides were made to add more full-day 
kindergartens, so she placed an ad in The Agawam 
Advertiser News asking people interested in that 
issue to call her. 

“The response was ovenvhelming,” she said. It 
was also encouraging and she continued to rally for 
additional full-day kindergarten classrooms.

Sarah. 

“It’s a good one now. but not at the time,” she 
recalled with a laugh.

Although her own child, who is In kindergarten 
now, won’t benefit from the additions, she said she’s 
worked so hard to help other parents.

According to Superintendent of Schools Frank 
Ameruoso, the additional classroom won’t cost the 
town anything.

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Ag. City Council releases public statement 


The Agawam City Council hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing public statement regarding its position on the 
Appellate litigation between Tuckahoe Development 
Corp. and the City of Agawam. This statement was 
approved, 10-0, at an Executive Session called during 
the regularly scheduled meeting of May 21, 2001. 

The statement is based on research of the Superior 
Court docket and review of the documents filed in the 
Appeals Court, as well as conversations with the 
Appellate Attorney. 

PUBLIC STATEMENT OF 
AGAWAM CITY COUNCIL 
RE: TUCKAHOE LAWSUIT 

The Agawam City Council has decided to release 
this public statement concerning the Tuckahoe lawsuit 
so as to better inform the public of its status. It is 
based upon research by the council and meetings 
with the Attorney handling the appeal. 

BACKGOUND/DEFAULT JUDGEMENT 

The Tuckahoe property was taken by eminent 
domain with the city paying 1.1 million dollars. The city 
now owns the property and ownership of the property 
is not an issue in the court case about which you have 
been reading. 

Tuckahoe Development Co., sued the city for dam¬ 
ages in Hampden County Superior Court arguing the 
value of the property was more than the 1.1 million 
dollars paid. 

Under the eminent domain statute the city (MGLc 
79 - 22) should file an answer if it is raising any 
defense other than damages. The city failed to file any 
answer and as a result a default judgement was 
entered by the court against the City of Agawam. The 
case was set by the Judge for trial on damages only. 

The case was tried before a jury in Superior Court 
on the issue of damages only. Prior to the trial on 
damages the city had tried to remove the default 
judgement but was unsuccessful, resulting in the 


city’s inability to raise any defenses such as lack of 
standing. 

It must be noted that in a previous lawsuit between 
the same parties the city was successful in raising the 
lack of standing defense, i.e. that Tuckhoe 
Development Corporation did not have a sufficient 
legal interest to sue Agawam. 

TRIAUJUDGEMENT 

After the trial on damages only, the jury awarded 
Tuckahoe Development Co., 2.5 million dollars. Since 
the city had already paid 1.1 million, an additional 1.4 
million plus Interest was owed. The total now with 
interest is increased to 2.6 million with interest still 
accruing daily. 

APPEAL 

The judgement is now on appeal to the 
Massachusetts Appeals Court. The city has retained 
legal counsel from Worcester handling the appeal. 

The first issue for appeal importantly concerns the 
default judgement. If the Appeals Court does not 
remove the default judgement, then the defenses 
such as lack of standing cannot even be raised. The 
appeal then moves on arguing the Issue of damages, 
i.e. how much the town should have paid for the prop¬ 
erty. 

CONCLUSION/RECOMMENDATION 

The city upon advice from the appellate attorney is 
pursuing all legal avenues to protect the city. 

The City Council has met with the town's Appellate 
Attorney and had a very frank and open discussion as 
to the pros and cons of pursuing the appeal and the 
possibility of settlement. 

The City Council has decided after lengthy and 
thoughtful deliberation and upon advice of the appel¬ 
late attorney to recommend to the Mayor that the city 
pursue the appeal in the Massachusetts Appeals 
Court. It is believed that this process will take approx¬ 
imately one more year.

Preliminary real 
estate tax bills 
mailed June 29th

The first quarter preliminary real estate and per¬ 
sonal property tax bills for fiscal year 2002 were 
mailed on June 29, 2001. These bills show the 
amounts due for the first and second quarter prelimi¬ 
nary bills. 

The amount due by August 1, 2001 represents 
one-quarter of last year’s net tax bill. The amount is 
determined by taking last year’s tax less any abate¬ 
ments or exemptions granted and dividing the net by 
four. 

The first quarter payment is due on August 1, 
2001. The second quarter payment is due November 
1,2001. If payments are not made by the due dates, 
interest at the rate of 14 percent will be charged on 
the amount of the payment that is unpaid and over¬ 
due. Interest is computed on overdue first quarter 
payments from August 1. 2001 to the date payment 
is made. 

Taxpayers should allow sufficient time for the 
United States Postal Service to process the mail if 
payments are made by mail. Payments must be 
postmarked by July 31, 2001. 

If you have any questions regarding payments, 
please contact the Collector’s Office at 786-0400, 
extension 218. Office hours are 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., Monday through Friday. 

In addition, Massachusetts state law requires tax- 
payes to pay the bill whether it is received or not. 
Anyone who does not receive their real estate tax bill 
by July 13, 2001 should contact the Collector’s Office 
immediately at 786-0400, ext. 218.

Information on ticks 

This week, I thought that it would be informative to 
write about ticks. Every year at this time, it seems that 
we find them in the least favorite places. You don’t 
need to own a pet to find them on your person or in 
your home. 

These little pests will hitch a ride on people, pets, 
and wild animals and are active during the gardening 
months. They can be found in yards of suburbia to the 
deepest of wooded areas. 

Adult ticks can live a year or more without feeding, 
but must feed before they can mate. They have a four- 
stage life cycle. The egg hatches into a six-legged 
larva, or seed tick, and crawls up on vegetation and 
waits for a “ride.” After a blood meal, the larva sheds 
it skin and becomes an eight-legged nymph. After 
another blood meal, the numph sheds its skin and 
becomes an adult. The adult female than attaches to 
a warm-blooded animal, engorges on blood, mates, 
leaves the host, deposits several thousand eggs, and 
dies. 

The tick is considered an anthropod, a relative of 
the insect. The main difference is the body of a tick is 
composed of only two sections, while insect bodies 
have three sections. There are over 800 species of 
ticks that can be found all over the world. In our 
region, we can be familiar with the American dog tick, 
brown dog tick, and a smaller one known as the deer 
tick. 

They usually can be found on the head, many times 
behind or in the ears, on the neck and the waist. Ticks 
usually require several hours of attachment and feed-

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ing before they transmit a disease, so examination of 
yourself is important if you have spent time In tick- 
infested areas. Wear-tight-fitting, light-colored clothing 
so that ticks can be seen easier and will have a hard¬ 
er time entering your clothing. Important areas of 
entry will be the neck, wrists, waist, and ankles. If you 
see a tick on you, simply grasp the tick at the point 
where the mouth part enters the skin, using a pair of 
flat-headed tweezers, and gently pull straight out until 
it is removed. I always hold it over a match until I hear 
a pop sound. This ensures that it will not come back 
to haunt you agajn. 

You should consider using repellents containing 
DEET (dimethyl-meta-toulamide) to help prevent tick 
attachment. Apply to all exposed skin, socks, and 
lower portions of your pants.Tuck pants into boots or 
socks for added protection. Search all areas of your 
body at least daily if you are exposed to tick-infested 
areas; 
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If your home becomes infested, rugs and carpets 
can be treated with a dust formulation of insecticide 
while a fogger containing methoprene and permethrin 
is effective for domestic dwellings. 

If you dog or cat kennel is the target, then treating 
the kennel, runs, and yard with a residua! type insec¬ 
ticide can be effective. You should consider using 
Frontline or Advantage on your pet from April to 
November for optimum protection. This will almost 
completely stop ticks from attaching to your pet, but 
they still may try to catch a ride into your home. Check 
your pets daily from head to toes by running your 
hands through their coat and between toes, feeling for 
little bumps. They may be removed from the skin the 
same way I described above.

For the fourth consecutive year, Rhode Island phil¬ 
anthropist Alan Shawn Feinstein’s annual hunger 
challenge has raised millions of dollars for agencies 
throughout the country feeding the needy, with the 
help of many Rotary Clubs nationwide.

Freedom to make choices... 

Life is, among other things, a series of choices. 
When we’re younger, our range of choices is limited 
by our parents. As we mature, wise parents allow us 
to make more choices for ourselves. One of the 
greatest things about living in the United States of 
America is that we are able to make choices for our¬ 
selves. We celebrate our liberty this week. 

We do not live under a totalitarian system where 
our decisions are made for us. Even though being 
able to make our own decisions can sometimes be 
daunting and makes us responsible for the outcome, 
most of us would not have it any other way. It seems 
that God agrees with us. 

After this the Lord appointed seventy two oth¬ 
ers and sent them out two by two ahead of Him to 
every town and place where He was about to go. 
He told them, "The harvest is plentiful, but the 
workers are few. Ask the Lord of the harvest, 
therefore, to send out workers into His harvest 
field. When you enter a house, first say, ‘Peace be 
to this house.' If people of peace live there, your 
peace will rest upon them; If not, it will return to 
you." 

When He first began His ministry, Jesus was, for 
lack of a better term, a lone operator. After a while, He 
starting sending out His closest associates, His twelve 
disciples, on ministry tours. Then He expanded the 
ministry tours to incorporate a larger group of people. 

We get an interesting insight into the mind of 
Jesus, as He gives this group of seventy two mission¬ 
aries their instructions. At the heart of His instructions 
is God’s respect for people to either choose Him, or 
not to choose Him, as they wish. He Instructs His mls- 
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sionaries to offer Jesus’ gospel to all the people they 
encounter, and to inquire of the hearer’s response by 
saying "Peace be to this house." If the peace is 
responded to positively, that's good. But if the peace 
is not accepted, Jesus instructed His workers to 
respect that, too. 

One of the essential points of Jesus’ gospel is 
God’s offer of peace to all who will accept it. The Bible 
tells us that while we were still sinners, Christ died 
for the ungodly. In many and various ways through¬ 
out Scripture, the message is the same: our earliest 
ancestors declared war on God in the Garden of 
Eden, but God declared peace on us. 

Jesus recognized that some people would accept 
God's offer of peace, and some would not. He made 
provision for both. ‘When you enter a town and are 
welcomed, eat what is set before you. Heal the 
sick who are there and tell them ‘The kingdom of 
God is near you.’ But when you enter a town and 
are not welcomed, go into its streets and say, 
‘Even the dust of your town that sticks to our feet 
we wipe off against you. Vet be sure of this: The 
kingdom of God is near.”’ 

In the first instance, where Jesus’ gospel was 
accepted, Jesus instructed His missionaries to settle 
in and do the work of the ministry. Jesus’ ministry 
included healing people of physical and other kinds of 
illnesses. Apparently, many people were healed and 
set free of ail sorts of bondage. The seventy two 
returned with joy and said, "Lord, even the 
demons submit to us in Your name." 

In the second instance, Jesus was prepared, and 
prepared His missionaries, for disappointment. For 
whatever reason, not everyone would want to take 
Jesus up on His offer. That’s still the case today. 
When Jesus instructed His workers to say, "Even the 
dust of your town that sticks to our feet we wipe 
off against you," perhaps he wanted to warn those 
people that they were making a deliberate choice. In 
any event, Jesus, ever the optimist, told them to leave 
with a message of hope in their wake. "Yet be sure 
of this, the kingdom of God /? near. ”

What is earnest money? 

In legal terms, it is the money pledged to show abil¬ 
ity and Intent to perform a contract. In a real estate 
transaction, it represents the buyer’s sincerity and 
eaaerness to purchase the home. 


July 5, 2001 

When the buyer makes a written offer, generally the 
seller requires a monetary deposit. The deposit is kept 
in an escrow account of the real estate company that • 
is handling the listing - it's not turned over to the sell¬ 
er. It Is totally refundable if the offer is not accepted or 
if some condition of the contract is not satisfied by the 
dates in the contract. 

If everything proceeds smoothly, the deposit 
applies in full toward the puchase price at closing.

A. An “automatic restraining order” prohibits both 
the plaintiff and defendant in a divorce action from 
alienating certain assets and removing names from 
various documents. Supplemental Probate Court 
Rule 411 - Automatic Restraining Order sets forth a 
detailed definition. The Divorce Summons itself also 
states the various prohibitions in simple, easy to read 
language, as follows: 

AN AUTOMATIC RESTRAINING ORDER 

HAS BEEN ENTERED AGAINST THE ABOVE 
NAMED PARTIES WHO ARE PROHIBITED FROM: 

(1) Selling, transferring, encumbering, concealing, 
assigning, removing or in any way disposing of any 
property, real or personal, belonging to or acquired 
by, either party, except: (a) as required for reasonable 
expenses of living; (b) in the ordinary and usual 
course of business; (c) in the ordinary and usual 
course of investing; (d) for payment of reasonable 
attorney's fees and costs In connection with the 
action; (e) by written agreement of both parties; or (f) 
by Order of the Court. 

(2) Incurring any further debts that would burden 
the credit of the other party, including but not limited 
to further borrowing against any credit line secured by 
the marital residence or unreasonably using credit 
cards or cash advances against credit cards or bank 
cards; 

(3) Changing the beneficiary of any life insurance 
policy, pension or retirement plan, or pension or 
retirement investment account, except with the written 
consent of the other party or by Order of the Court. 

(4) Causing the other party or the minor child(ren) 
to be removed from coverage under an existing insur¬ 
ance policy, or permitting such coverage to lapse, 
including medical, dental, life, automobile, and dis¬ 
ability insurance. The parties shall maintain all insur¬ 
ance coverage in full force and effect. 

This order is In effect until the earliest of the 
following: (1) the order is modified or dissolved 
by the court; (2) the order is modified by a written 
agreement of the parties with court approval; (3) 
the entry of a judgement of divorce or separate 
support; (4) the action is dismissed; or (5) by fur¬ 
ther order of the court. FAILURE TO COMPLY 
WITH THIS ORDER MAY BE DEEMED A CON¬ 
TEMPT OF COURT.

Senate Majority Leader Linda Melconian announces final 
enactment of Springfield Civic and Convention Center bill 

Calls on Lees to convince Governor not to veto legislation 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to report that the Senate voted 
for the final passage of the additional $17.6 million for 
the Springfield Civic and Convention Center, House 
Bill 4124. 

On the floor of the Senate, Melconian called on 
Senate Majority Leader Brian P. Lees (R-East 
Longmeadow) to "importune your Governor, the 
leader of your party, as many times as you have called 
me on this vitally important economic development 
legislation, and implore her to sign this bill.” 

She continued, “The legislature should not have to 
override a veto on a bill that is so important to Western 
Massachusetts; the bill should be signed into law.” 

Senator Melconian then thanked Senate President 
Thomas F. Birmingham (D-Chelsea) for his long¬ 
standing commitment to economic development 
issues in Western Massachusetts, and especially his 
strong and early support, and steadfast leadership on 
the Springfield Civic and Convention Center bill. 

"With this action, the state has committed over 
$120 million to the redevelopment of the City of 
Springfield, through the Basketball Hall of Fame, new 
Tourist Information Center, Connecticut Riverwalk 
Bikeway Path, and the Civic and Convention Center,” 
said Melconian. 

H.B. 4124 will increase the bond authorization for 
the Springfield Civic and Convention Center by $17.5 
million for a total project cost of $66 million. The orig¬ 
inal bond authorization of $48.5 million for the 
Springfield Civic and Convention Center was fully 
funded in the 1997 Convention Center Bond Bill. 

This legislation is revenue-generating and will bear 
no additional costs to the Commonwealth over the life 
of the bond. 

The estimated hard construction costs for this proj¬ 
ect are $57.5 million. Design fees, testing, project 
administration, and other costs and contingencies will 
add approximately 12.5 percent to this amount. 

The Civic Center renovations cost is approximately 
$20 million, and the Convention Center construction 
cost is approximately $46 million. 

After this bill becomes law, MCCA will authorize 


Sasaki Associates to complete the final design of the 
Convention Center, which will allow the Civic Center 
and Convention Center project to go out to bid togeth¬ 
er at the end of the year. 

"Construction could begin as early as the first quar¬ 
ter of 2002," said Melconian. 

In addition to providing $17.5 million for the 
Convention Center project, the bill also creates a new 
Springfield Convention Center Finance District within 
a few blocks around the Civic Center in downtown 
Springfield, effective 30 days after enactment. 

The new Finance District dedicates specific room, 
meals, and sales tax revenues from within the district 
to provide debt sen/ice on the 
additional $17.5 million. 

The bill imposes a 
Convention Center funding 
surcharge room tax of 2.75 
percent on hotels/motels in 
West Springfield and Chico¬ 
pee, and dedicates these new 
revenues to the debt service 
on the $17.5 million. 

These taxes are not cur¬ 
rently collected and can only 
be collected by the Common¬ 
wealth and not individual 
municipalities. 

The same surcharge was 
imposed in Springfield, 

Worcester, Boston, and 
Cambridge in the original law 
to support debt service on the 
Boston and Springfield 
Convention Centers, and an 
appropriation for the Conven¬ 
tion Center in Worcester. 

The Local Option Room 
Tax of four percent from new 
hotel rooms within the new 
Springfield district will also be 
dedicated to the debt service 
(Springfield would ordinarily 


keep these funds). 

Springfield will also donate the land and the build¬ 
ing adjacent to the Civic Center to accommodate the 
expansion. 

Safeguards covering any unanticipated shortfall in 
funds needed to make annual debt service payments 
on the bonds for this project are written into the legis¬ 
lation, including (as a last resort) making the City of 
Springfield liable for such a shortfall. 

The Springfield Civic and Convention Center bill. 
House Bill 4124, now moves to the Governor’s desk 
for her signature.

Summer safety tips for animals

Summer can be fun. but It can also be dangerous 
and sometimes deadly to both humans and to pets. 
How unsafe it can be was something a local pet owner 
found out this year. 

The local Plantation Condo resident experienced 
first-hand an unexpected injury to her beagle, Lady 
Sarah Jane Jones, a coule of weeks ago. While walk¬ 
ing to her door, Sarah’s leash became twisted on a 
plant urn placed on the steps by her next door neigh¬ 
bor. When the owner tried to pull the dog away to 
avoid tripping over or Into the um, Sarah was injured 
instead. 

The eight-year-old beagle yelped in pain and when 
taken for medical care, was diagnosed with a disk 
problem in her neck requiring anti-inflammatory med¬ 
ication and complete rest for several weeks and/or 
months. However, if that treatment is unsuccessful, 
Sarah could require costly disk surgery. 


days for animal care as many pets are lost. Animal 
care officers rescure a high number of stray animals 
on this holiday. And certainly don’t take dogs to places 
where there may be fireworks. If you plan to be away 
from home on the holiday, bring your pet inside the 
house and leave the animal in a quiet, protected 
room. 

Animals left outside in the yard may not only 
attempt to escape, they may also fall prey to possible 
abuse by misguided individuals. 

If you’re at home with a scared dog, don’t reinforce 
its behavior by offering sympathy. Instead, divert its 
attention by practicing an obedience routine or playing 
a game. Leave a scared cat alone. Don’t try to force a 
feline from its hiding.place. The cat will come out 
when it feels safe. 

When walking your pet, consider the hot tempera¬ 
ture on the pads of their feet. Your pet’s feet can get 
badly burned, just like humans. Animal’s footpads are 
very sensitive to heat and can easily blister. Consider, 
too, that they should not be exercised strenuously in 
hot weather. 

Dogs are naturally designed for sprinting, not for 
uninterrupted running or jogging. During such exer¬ 
cise, an animal’s body temperature rises faster than 
excess heat can be dissipated. In the summer, pet 
exercise of any kind should be cut back and limited to 
the coolest time of the day(early morning or later 
evening hours).

Be aware that some of the plants around a yard 
and/or pool area can be dangerous to animals. The 
ingestion of azalea, oleander, castor bean, sago palm, 
Easter Illy or yew plant material by an animal can be 
fatal. Rat, mouse, snail or slug baits, or ant or roach 
traps placed in your yard can also be harmful to pets. 

Baits contain sweet-smelling inert ingredients such 
as jelly, peanut butter or sugar, that can attract your 
pets. But, if eaten, can be deadly. 

In addition, make sure your pets do not go on lawns 
or in gardens treated with fertilizers, herbicides, or 
insecticides until they have dried completely. Always 
store such products in areas that are inaccessible to 
your animals. In addition, make sure pets do not enter 
areas in which foggers or house sprays have been 
used for the period of time indicated on the label. 

And though often associated with cold weather, 
antifreeze ingestion by pets is also a summer prob¬ 
lem. Antifreeze is extremely toxic and anyone chang¬ 
ing the antifreeze in their cars should be sure pets are 
out of the way and that an excess spillover Is dried or 
mopped up. As little as one teaspoon of antifreeze 
can be deadly to a cat weighing seven pounds; less 
than one tablespoon can be lethal to a dog weighing 
20 pounds. 

Remove the fecal matter from the yard as soon as 
possible. The feces will attract flies which will bite your 
pet, most commonly in the ears. Also, remove leaf 
piles because the moist, cool leaves will attract bufo 
or marine toads, which excrete a toxin that can be 
fatal to dogs and can cause irritation to humans. Dogs 
exposed to the toxin will foam at the mouth. 

If your dog comes in contact with the toad, wash its 
mouth out with water from side-to-side. Then immedi¬ 
ately seek emergency veterinary treatment. 

Keep pool snacks, especialty chocolate, away from

While working with patients who have spine-related 
problems, I am often asked about appropriate exer¬ 
cises that can be done to help their problem. 

Take advantage of the summer season and do as 
much swimming as you possibly can. This form of 
exercise ranks as number one when It comes to over¬ 
all conditioning. 

A considerable portion of our lives Is spent in the 
upright position during work and play. Gravity con¬ 
stantly pulls us toward the earth. 

The force of gravity is powerful and takes its toll on 
all of us. Most of us know that we are actually taller in 
the morning than in the evening. That’s because grav¬ 
ity compresses our skeletal systems and the discs of 
the spine throughout the day. Have you ever seen 
someone who is permanently hunched or stooped 
over due to years of hard physical labor, lifting, and/or 
bending? The “wearing out” effect is more prevalent in 
the lower back, hips, knees, and feet.

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never change the law of gravity, so why not make use 
of another law. The power of a fluid to exert an upward 
force on a body placed in it is defined as buoyancy. 
The stress and strain to the joints of the body during 
exercise in water are greatly reduced by this charac¬ 
teristic of water. It is no wonder that so many doctors 
of chiropractic recommend a water exercise program 
as part of a recovery process in patients with back 
problems.

How to beat the 
bugs this summer 

Warm summer weather means more people will be 
outdoors enjoying the sunshine and encountering 
nasty insects that can either bite or sting. Following 
general precautions and bug safety tips can help you 
avoid these unpleasant occurrences. 

“Everyone’s reactions to bug bites is different and 
children can have more serious reactions to these 
insects than adults. Reactions can range from mild 
irritation that disappears after a few hours to more 
severe illness,” said Dr. Phil Henneman, chair. 
Emergency Medicine at Baystate Medical Center and 
Tufts University School of Medicine. 

People who are allergic to bee stings need to be 
particularly careful because a sting can cause a 
severe reaction. Symptoms of these reactions can 
include swelling, wheezing, difficulty breathing, a 
severe drop in blood pressure, and sometimes coma 
and death. 

"People who are allergic to bees should carry an 
emergency medical kit including epinephrine, which is 
used for stopping body-wide reaction, and an identifi¬ 
cation bracelet which will tell others that they are aller¬ 
gic to bee stings,” said Dr. Henneman. 

To avoid attracting bees, wasps, and other insects, 
following these tips can be helpful; 

* Keep all food and drinks covered tightly. 

* Don’t use sweet-smelling colognes, perfumes, or 
hairsprays. 

* Wear white or neutral colors; bright colors attract 
bees, and dark colors attract most biting insects. 
Always wear shoes and don’t wear bright, shiny jew¬ 
elry or buckles. 

* Apply an insect repellent to all exposed skin 
areas. 

* Avoid insect-prone areas such as stagnant water, 
garbage cans, and blooming gardens. 

Someone who has been stung will usually know 
right away. Symptoms include pain, swelling, red¬ 
ness, and itching in the area of the bite. When stung,

Feel Independent

reduce mosquito 
populations 

The frequent rain over the past month has provid¬ 
ed mosquitos numerous places in which to breed. 
Mosquitos will breed in any stagnant puddle or stand¬ 
ing water that lasts for more than four days. 

By identifying and eliminating these breeding sites, 
you can reduce mosquito populations around your 
home and neighborhood. 

* Dispose of water-holding containers such as 
metal cans, plastic containers, and ceramic pots that 
collect water; 

* Pay special attention to discarded tires that may 
have been collected on your property. Tires are a 
common place for mosquitos to breed; 

* Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers 
that are left outdoors; 

* Clean clogged roof gutters so that water can 
drain; 

* Turn over plastic wading pools and wheelbarrows 
when not in use; 

* Keep swimming pools clean and properly chlori¬ 
nated, and water off the cover; and 

* Change birdbath water at least every four days. 

If you go outdoors between dusk and dawn when 

mosquitos are most active, wear a long-sleeved shirt 
and long pants. Use mosquito repellent that contains 
DEBT and follow the directions on the label. Never 
use DEBT on infants and avoid using DEET with con¬ 
centrations above 10-15% on children and above 30- 
35% for adults.

Carpal tunnel exercises... 

I recently read an article in Dynamic Chiropractic 
by W. Hammer about carpal tunnel exercises that 
speed the healing of carpal tunnel syndrome. The 
exercises are based on the principle of improving the 
peripheral nerves. 

It is Important that the median nerve (the one that 
goes to the wrist) slides during movement instead of 
continually being stretched. If the nerves are unable 
to move, glide, and stretch, then the nervous system’s 
function of conduction will be useless. 

This can result in wrist, arm pain, numbness, and 
weakness. 

There should be a normal movement in the carpal 
tunnel between the median nerve and the tendons. It 
is thought that chronic, repetitive use of the fingers 
may create a shearing between these structures, 
resulting in adhesions between the nerve and ten¬ 
dons (thus resulting in stretching of the nerve). 

In a study using exercise, patients were instructed 
to place the affected hand in warm water for four min¬ 
utes, then cold water for one minute (three to five 
times a day). Each exercise’s position was main¬ 
tained for seven seconds, and repeated five times. 
Exercise included curling fingers, making a fist, 
straightening the hand, bending the fingers back, and 
others. 

A study compared one group of carpal tunnel 
patients treated by standards methods to another 
group that exercised with the nerve and gliding exer¬ 
cises. In the group that did not do the exercises, 71 
percent underwent surgery, compared with only 43 
percent of the patients who did the exercises. That 
itself is a good motivator to exercise!

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remove the stinger carefully (if present) with tweezers 
or by scraping the surface of the skin gently. 

After the stinger is removed, wash the area with 
soapy water and apply ice to reduce swelling and itch¬ 
ing. Avoid scratching the bite area to prevent further 
infection. 

“Children who are stung in the mouth should be 
given a piece of ice to suck on to reduce swelling, and 
may need immediate medical attention. Multiple 
stings often require immediate medical attention, too,” 
said Dr. Henneman. 

Yellow jacket, wasp, and hornet stings are different 
than other bees because they do not lose their 
stingers. However, Ice can also be used to help alle¬ 
viate any pain and swelling that may occur. 

Bites from insects such as mosquitoes, deer flies, 
black flies, and ticks are not venomous like bees, but 
they can transmit disease such as encephalitis and 
Lyme disease. 

Most encounters will result In painful or Itchy spots 
where the bite occurred and some swelling. 

Insect repellent can be effective against mosquito, 
deer fly, black fly, and tick bites. Dr. Henneman sug¬ 
gests using a repellent that contains DEET. one of the 
most effective ingredients, but warns against repel¬ 
lents that contain too much of the chemical. 

“Adults should use repellents that do not contain 
more than 30 to 35 percent DEET. Repellents for chil¬ 
dren should contain no more than 10 to 15 percent 
DEET, and infants should not use any product that 
contains it,” he said. 

Citronella and peppermint oil, both natural sub¬ 
stances, can be just as effective against bugs as 
DEET, but need to be reapplied more often. 
According to Dr. Henneman, even these natural sub¬ 
stances “can be toxic if used in excess.” 

Lotions, which last longer and are easier to apply 
(especially around eyes and mouth), should be used 
on skin. Sprays should be used on clothing, as they 
contain alcohol which is not good for your skin. 

“Taking a few simple precautions can help every¬ 
one have a hopefully bile-free, healthy, and enjoyable 
summer,” said Dr. Henneman.

We Americans once again celebrated our liberation 
on July 4th. To keep with the current theme. I have 
some weekend recommendations for rental. 

* “Bom on the Fourth of July”: 1989. Rated. R. 

Oscar winner Oliver Stone directed this story about 

a disabled U.S. Vietnam veteran, Ron Kovic, and his 
struggle to accept the brutal reality of the Vietnam War 
and his disenchantment with his country that seem¬ 
ingly abandoned and betrayed him. Tom Cruise stars 
as Kovic and delivers one of his best performances to 
date. The film also stars Willem Dafoe and Tom 
Berenger. 

Many hail this picture as Stone's best film, and I am 
inclined to agree. The screenplay is fast-paced and 
very energetic, while the subject matter is quite emo¬ 
tionally-charged. Film composer John Williams pro¬ 
vides the pounding soundtrack, which contains star¬ 
tling crescendos that directly parallel Stone’s intense 
style of direction. 

The film explores (while simultaneously exploiting) 
the duality of human nature. Kovic starts out as a very 
patriotic and brave American who takes pride in fight¬ 
ing for freedom and the country he loves. By film’s 
end, however, he has become embittered with the 
government and protests the war effort. This type of. 
role reversal within the same character is always a 
sure thing in terms of audience participation; the 
beauty Is that it lasts the entire picture. Cruise was 
nominated for an Oscar for Best Actor and deserved¬ 
ly so. 

If you decide to see this film again or for the first 
time. 1 strongly recommend the DVD special edition 
which has many exfras that lend insight into the com- 
plexities of this film. Of all of Stone’s war films, this 
one takes the cake. It’s emotional, It's exciting, it's 
educational, but (most importantly) it’s based on a true 
story. \t also proves that there can be much more sub¬ 
stance to a war movie than just bloody battle 
sequences. Truly a well-rounded film. 4 STARS.

It Is very difficult at times to “buck" the proverbial 
establishment. In similar fashion, it is very difficult for 
me to review this movie when my conclusions differ

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from a great majority that raved about this film. Before 
we talk of my conclusions, let me begin with what 
actually led me to them. 

Firstly, the plot of this film, in itself, is difficult to 
summarize without being in danger of sounding like 
I’m explaining just about every other “aliens Invade 
Earth" film ever made (such as "War of the Worlds"). 
Nevertheless, I’ll do it quickly and painlessly ... agres- 
sive aliens invade Earth and Earth unites to fight back. 
The only curious addition to this otherwise redundant 
and often recurring storyline seems to be the setting 
... Independence Day. 

Enter Will Smith, Bill Pullman, and Jeff Goldblum, 
the top-billed talents who come off by film’s end more 
as saviors to this film as opposed to characters in it. 
Will Smith’s performance lightens the tone of the film 
considerably, and he delivers an admirable perform¬ 
ance (although he seemed to play the same character 


In every film he starred in). Bill Pullman was, quite 
possibly, the show-stealer in that his portrayal of a 
U.S. President was quite riveting (when he wasn’t 
forced to deliver hokey lines such as “Get off my plan¬ 
et!"). Goldblum was also great and delivered his 
usual fine performance as a scientist. 

These actors did have a little help. The visual 
effects were impressive most of the time, except dur¬ 
ing some segments where computer- generated - 
graphics reared their blatantly fake-looking heads. 
Clearly the highlight of the film Is the scene that was, 
unfortunately, way overused to promote the film ... the 
White House destruction sequence. 

Most of you who didn’t even see the actual film 
probably remember seeing that scene a few hundred 
times on TV. It’s a shame because that scene comes 
at one of the most crucial times in the picture; seeing

My introduction to Oriental cuisine... 

I want to highlight a few restaurants that I have 
come to enjoy over the years. When I was young, i 
had never been to a Chinese restaurant. When I was 
18 and in the Army, my culinary experiance was about 
to hit maximum overload -1 ended up on the island of 
Okinowa (part of Japan). 

My first taste of Oriental cuisine was a dish cailed 
yaki sobe {literally, fried noodles). The noodles were a 
buckwheat noodle. They were stirfried with vegeta¬ 
bles and ginger... I was in love! To this day (over 30 
years later), I still love yaki sobe. 

Going to the Orient was a culture shock for me. I 
was a young man raised in the deep south of the 
United States; I was used to barbecue, not snow peas 
and yakatori chicken. 

Next was fried rice. For only 35 cents, I could go to 
the local bus station and have an enormous bowl of 
rice put before me ... filled with vegetables, chicken ( 

I hope), and spices that left my tongue dancing. Then, 
suddenly, it was all over -1 was back In the States. 

I came to visit my sister in Springfield, only to find 
no Japanese restaurants. There was one Chinese 
restaurant, the Canton in downtown Springfield. I 
promptly walked in and asked for fried rice. Out came 
the familiar, chrome-covered bowl. It was filled, 
though, with a slightly spicier rice. Garlic? They never 
put garlic in the rice back on Okinowa. I downed it, 
nevertheless, and felt very satisfied. Then the bill 
came ... $2.50!!! I was mortified; I could eat for a week 
on $2.50 back on Okinowa. I was too attached to my 
rice, though; I had to have it. So, Chinese-style fried 
rice became my friend. 

Then I tried lo mein (a.k.a. fried noodles). Heaven! 
I was elated to have fried noodles again! Yes, they 
were spicier than I was used to. Different vegetables, 
too, but very good. 

So, as I sit at the Debbie Wong Restaurant on 
Riverdale Road, happily munching on chicken lo 
mein, I remember those far-off days when I - as a 
young man - discovered a whole new world. Lo mein 
is simply stirfried wheat noodles with vegetables and 
meats. It’s sauced with garlic, ginger, green onion, 
soy sauce, and a touch of cornstarch in rice wine. You 
can't beat a good lo mein to satisfy your hunger.

it in context for the first time would have been phe¬ 
nomenal. As far as the aliens go, well, they looked like 
mutant dinner salads that could have been frightened 
away with a simple food processor (no, seriously!). 

In terms of plot progression, there were minimal 
problems. The only memorable exception was when 
Smith (very, very fortunately) found his girlfriend AND 
the President’s wife together, by chance, in the mid¬ 
dle of rampant destruction in Los Angeles. That didn’t 
seem probable. Other than that, the story flowed 
smoothly and succinctly. 

i would like to stress that this film is by no means a 
bomb; it will entertain you in spite of its shortcomings. 
Did it deserve the immense hype it received? In this 
reviewer's opinion, no, not at all. What does deserve 
some hype, however, is the remarkable special edi¬ 
tion DVD out now from FOX that features a myriad of 
extras, including theatrical trailers; TV spots; nine 
minutes of added footage; scene-specific commen¬ 
tary; special effects commentary; an interactive 
Internet link; a “making of documentary: production 
stills; story boards; concept art; full 3-D animated 
interactive menu screens; plus the never-before-seen 
original biplane ending.

Two Agawam kids were off to England on Tuesday 
morning for a summer of soccer ... European-style. 
Ryan Trexler (a midfielder and defender who will be a 
junior this fall) and John Sikes (a defender and mid¬ 
fielder who will be a senior) left from Logan Airport in 
Boston to begin their summer trip. 

This is a golden opportunity for both of them. 
Ryan’s dad, Bill, explained; "I have a friend who 
moved to England to open an office for our company 
(Internet software) over there, She lives in Henley on 
the Thames (River), which is 35 minutes out of 
London. George Harrison of Beaties fame lives there.

Golf Tip Of 
The Week...

Practice the vital areas... 

Although every shot in golf has an equal value 
when we count up the score walking off the 18th 
green, there are certain areas of the game that are 
more important than others. 

Before playing a round on most courses, we know 
that we shall be required to play a number of tee 
shots to par 4s and 5s, whether with a driver or other 
wood, and that a good drive into the fairway will make 
these holes so much easier. 

Likewise, regardless of our standard of play, we 
are all too aware that the wedge is going to be called 
upon quite frequently for those vital shots from 80 or 
so yards in. 

Finally, it is an accepted fact that the average golfer 
uses his putter for approximately 40 percent of his 
total number of shots in an average round. 

Obviously, therefore, it is sensible to concentrate 
most of your practice time on developing your skills 
and confidence with these scoring clubs. Use them 
often and learn to make them your allies in the battle 
against par. If you can hit most of your drives into the 
fairway and get the ball reasonably close to the pin 
with your pitch and chip shots, then the rest of your 
game is under less pressure and is bound to improve 
as a result. 

Combine these skills with good putting and your 
handicap is sure to tumble.
